FATHER Thomas Byrne, pastor of 
St. Francis, and Father Roger Lechner 
went to investigate a disturbance in 
the rectory at 2 a.m. on Aug. 4 and 
confronted two men who robbed them 
and locked them in a closet. 


The priests were the latest victims 
in arash of robberies and burglaries in 
the San Diego diocese this year. 


Thirty-six burglaries and robberies 
have occurred since January, 


-beries, burglaries increase 


according to Ron Hinkle, local 
representative of Catholic Mutual 
Group. Losses, mostly cash, have 
totaled about $22,000. 


In 1979 there were 36 robberies 
and burglaries for the entire year. 
Losses totaled $16,604. 


CHURCHES throughout the dio- 
cese including the Imperial Valley, 
the University of San Diego, and high 
schools, have reported break-ins. 


Msgr. |. Brent Eagen, chancellor of 
the diocese, recently notified pastors 
of similarities in some of the 
burglaries and robberies and 
cautioned priests to secure rectory 
and church property. 


“Please use every effort to secure 
the rectory and church property. No 
person should endanger his own life 
in confronting these criminals,” 
stated a letter from the chancellor.

The defined teaching of the 
Assumption was declared dogma by 
Pope Pius XI! on Nov. 1, 1950, in his 
apostolic constitution “Munificentis- 
simus Deus.” As a revealed truth, the 
Assumption teaches that Mary’s body 
did not turn to dust or see the 
corruption of the grave and did not 
have to wait until the resurrection at 
the end of the world, but was carried 
with her soul to heaven.

That date has remained in 
the Church's liturgical calendar.

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Southern Cross columnist dies 


CINCINNATI (NC) — Father Eugene 
H. Maly, 59, a Southern Cross 
columnist, biblical scholar, and vice 
rector and dean of theology at Mt. St. 
Mary Seminary here, died recently. 


His body was found July 31 in the 
seminary gymnasium. It was 
presumed he had suffered a stroke or 
heart attack while jogging. 


FATHER MALY wrote the “Sunday 
Readings” column each week for the 
“Faith” page of the Southern Cross. He 
was one of the most outstanding and 
highly respected Scripture scholars in 
the United States. 


He received a doctorate in Sacred 
Scripture from the Pontifical Biblical 
Institute in Rome and authored 
numerous books, commentaries and 
magazine articles on scriptural 
subjects. He was also in demand as a 
lecturer, workshop leader and retreat 
director. 


Father Maly was chairman of the 
editorial board of The Bible Today, 
bimonthly publication of the 
Liturgical Press, and was past 
president of the Catholic Biblical 
Association of America. 


DURING THE SECOND Vatican 
Council, he served as an official 
consultant to the council fathers, as a 
member of the U.S. bishops’ press 
panel for media representatives 
reporting the council’s proceedings.

OAXACA, Mexico (NC) —Six 
bishops in southern Mexico joined a 
protest by Jesuit missionaries over 
the killing of 13 Tzeltal Indians by 
police and federal troops and the 
eviction of 723 families.

Priest shot on Navajo reservation 


LUKACHUKAI, Ariz. (NC)—Fran- 
ciscan Father Marcan Hetteberg is in 
serious condition in St. Joseph's 
Hospital in Albuquerque, N.M., after 
being shot in late July at the St. Isabel 
Catholic Mission in Lukachukai on the 
Navajo reservation. 


Father Hetteberg may be paralyzed 
as a result of the shooting, said a 
spokesman for the Gallup, N.M., 
diocese, which takes in the mission in 
Lukachukal. 


THE FBI IS investigating the 
shooting. No arrests have yet been 
made. Investigators believe the shots 
came through a window into the 
priest's room, where he was packing 
to leave the mission after eight years 
of service there. 


The shooting occurred shortly 


before midnight. Father Hetteberg 
had attended a farewell party at the 
mission earlier in the evening. 


Because of the shooting, the 
mission was closed temporarily and 
staff members were transferred to 
Our Lady of Fatima Mission in Chinle, 
Ariz. 


THERE HAD BEEN some tension 
between members of the community 
at the reservation and the mission. A 
few months ago, vandals broke into 
the mission and destroyed. statues. 
Because of that incident, police 
officials received permission from 
tribal authorities to set up a substation 
within the mission. When that 
substation opens in August, members 
of the mission staff expect to return to 
their posts.

taken on an exaggerated importance 
for Catholics. Some people regarded 
themselves as good Catholics if they 
ate fish (or lobster) on Fridays and 
observed the lenten fast.

STILL, NONE of those bishops 
seemed to be crusading for the 
change, or against it. It just wasn’t 
seen as very important. And, for the 
sake of honesty, | admit that | didn’t 
see it as important. 


But we all missed the symbolic 
significance of such a custom, its 
importance as a custom which served 
to identify the community of 
Catholics.

In direct results, | could make a 
pretty good argument for reducing the 
number of holy days of obligation. 
Many Catholics do not observe them 
because of work and school 
schedules. Some people are bothered 
in conscience when they have 
legitimate excuses. A great many 
more simply ignore the law — and that 
makes for bad law. 

BUT, IN SPITE of these arguments, | 
still offer my vote against the change.

| am only 16 years old, | know, 
because of my faith, that! am a better, 
more responsible person. And if my 
words help but just one person, my 
prayers will have been answered. 


Peer pressure will always be a 
dominating influence in a teenager's 
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life. Oftentimes a teenager will smoke 
or drink solely because of such 
pressures from his friends. But never 
has peer pressure been as prevalent 
in our society as with the question of 
belief in God. 


Many people, not just teenagers, 
are ashamed to admit to their love for 
God because they are afraid what 
their friends will think. | know this to 
be true because | experienced that 
very situation one year ago. | knew | 
loved God, but not enough to admit it 
to my friends and “embarrass” 
myself. But isn’t a true believer one 
who will acknowledge willingly and 
openly in the face of any obstacle his 
love for Christ? 


Love for Christ can be instilled and 
nurtured, but it cannot be taught. True 
faith must come from one’s own heart 
and soul. Anyone can read in the Bible 
of the hardships Christ endured and 
of the sacrifices He made for us, but to 
appreciate, cherish, and honor them 
is true faith. Love for God isn't 
anything to be ashamed of; on the 
contrary, it is something we should be 
proud of. It took me a whole year, but | 
finally realized how important my 
faith in God is to me. 
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At this point in my life | can honestly 
say that God is the most important 
part of me.

A passage | once read 
has stayed in my mind and always 
reaffirms my love for God:

Appearance before God 


| just wanted to share this yesterday 
with someone. 


My brother, a Catholic priest, was 
asked if he would say a Mass for a 
migrant worker who was killed in a 
trucking accident two weeks ago. My 
brother invited me along. We drove 
less than one-half hour on 805 to the 
location. We had to climb down into a 
canyon and walked about one-half 
mile to a clearing. 


The workers who spoke English 
asked me if | wanted to see where they 
lived in the canyon. They live in 
bushes with whatever they can use for 
tables and chairs. They sleep on the 
ground, which is infested with rats. 


They have to walk five miles for water 
and their food supply is brought to 
them, if they walk two miles, by 
catering trucks. The catering trucks 
are not ashamed to sell old food and 
outdated milk. They have to walk one 
and one-half hours each way to the 
fields to work. Their normal day is 
from 4 a.m. until who knows when? 


When my brother was saying Mass 
and the offertory came up, | had a 
strange feeling that these people will 
certainly make an appearance before 
God a long time before | would, and 
the growers would, and others who 
are exploiting them. That is the only 
consolation | could give myself, 
because there is nothing | can do to 
help, as | have my own business to 
attend to.

“I just love being in 
church. It’s like going home.” 

Perhaps it is a pity that Sunday 
Mass is obligatory, because many 
people never manage to get beyond 
that.

Q and A 


Q: Who are evangelicals and can a 
Catholic be one? 


A: Evangelicals are a product of 
Fundamentalism. Between 1910 and 
1915 in the United States a series of 
12 booklets was published bearing 
the name “The Fundamentals.” These 
taught the inerrancy of the Bible, the 
divinity of Christ and the soon-to- 
come reappearance of Christ; 
negatively they strongly opposed all 
modern, critical study of the Bible. 


Many of the Fundamentalists 
retained affiliation with their own 
institutional churches—thus _ there 
were and are, for example, Presbyter- 
ian Fundamentalists, Catholic 
Fundamentalists, etc., who are 
orthodox believers with a_ strong 
“thing” about the literal interpretation 
of the Bible. 

Today many Fundamentalists call 
themselves “evangelicals” although 
the two terms are not synonymous; 
someone has described an evangel- 
ical as “a noncantankerous Funda- 
mentalist.” Christianity Today offers

Twentieth Sunday in Ordinary Time; 
Aug. 17, 1980. Jeremiah 38: 4-6, 8- 
10; Hebrews 12:1-4; Luke 12:49-53. 


Brace yourselves! Our readings this 
Sunday do not readily lend them- 
selves to the description of “good 
news.” We read of Jeremiah being 
thrown into a cistern where he “sank 
into the mud” and almost starved to 
death. We are told that we “have not 
yet resisted (sin) to the point of 
shedding blood.” And Jesus Himself 
tells us that He causes divisions inthe 
family. How do we make “good news” 
out of all that? 


Let’s consider them in order. 
Jeremiah really never had a chance to 
be popular if he was to tell the truth, 
And the truth was that Judah was 
doomed. The Babylonians were 
infinitely more powerful. Judah's only 
hope for some kind of survival was 
surrender. 

THAT IS WHAT Jeremiah told them 


over and over again. But to talk 
surrender was to be disloyal. So

pain of sin, to keep in good standing 
with the Judge who will pronounce on 
our eternal destiny. 


The Eucharist. is a communion 
meal. It speaks to us of our 
responsibility for each other before 
Christ and our responsibility for the 
image of Christ— as we witness it in 
our lives— before God. It tells us again 
and again that, appearances not- 
withstanding, God always prevails, 
good always conquers evil, our 
salvation has already been purchased 
at a great price; that we are called to 
joy and peace and harmony among 
our fellowmen, and to give glory to God. 


IT IS MORE like a gathering of 
disciples who come together to 
reaffirm and give witness to the belief 
that Christ has conquered evil, 
despite appearances inthe world, and 
that all humanity is bound together in 
universal communion with God. 


this description: Orthodox evangel- 
icals believe in the divinity of Christ 
and biblical inerrancy. They also 
believe that personal faith in Jesus is 
the only hope for salvation. They read 
the Bible at least once a month and 
attend church services at least once a 
month. 


Conversionalist evangelicals, | 


besides reading the Bible and 
attending church services at least 
once a month, have had a conversion 
experience in which they asked Jesus 
to be their personal savior. Finally, 
there is the complete evangelical, who 
shares both sets of characteristics. 


So it is possible for a person to be 
both a Catholic and a Fundamentalist. 
In fact, the above description might 
well describe some people who refer 
to themselves as “charismatics.” 
Please, folks, that statement is not 
meant to be derogatory.

thought the royal princes who no 
doubt represented the popular 
opinion. So the king let them have 
their way with the prophet. And their 
way was confining him in a cistern. 
That would keep him from spreading 
his treachery and maybe teach him to 
be their kind of prophet, not God's 
kind. 


Jeremiah was no masochist. He 
didn’t enjoy being treated harshly, as 
his “confessions” abundantly prove 
(cf. 15:10-18). Nor did he want to 
prophesy doom for his country. God 
was allowing this to happen to them 
because of their faithlessness. This 
was His Word to Jeremiah and that 
Word was like a fire burning within 
him that he could not restrain (read 
20:7-9). 


Did Jeremiah find “fulfillment”? The 
problem with that question is that for 
so many people “fulfillment” means 
“doing one’s own thing,” “looking out 
for number one,” gratification of 
surface desires. In this sense we must

Mass assures no power greater than God's 


What we “get out of’ the Mass 
depends very much upon what we 
“put into” our lives and the lives of 
others in the way of service and 
compassion. It depends, too, how 
much we recognize the primacy of 
God in every aspect of our lives. 


WHEN WE “GO TO MASS” and then 
snub each other or tear someone else 
apart on the church steps, have we 
really received communion, however 
many hosts we may have consumed? 
Can we honestly claim that commu- 
nion has entered into us or we into 
communion—with God, with our 
brothers and sisters in Christ? 


The Sunday eucharistic gathering 
was originally a public coming 
together of Christians to proclaim 
their faith and rejoice in newfound 
brotherhood. The whole idea of the 
communion rite is that this unity 
might permeate our daily life and

answer no, Jeremiah was not fulfilled. 
But in the end he was fulfilled in a 
much more profound way than self- 
seekers could ever imagine. Read 
1:19 and reflect on it for a moment. 
Would you like to share that 
conviction? 


IT 1S THE SECOND reading, from 
Hebrews, that talks about resisting to 
the point of shedding blood. The 
author is writing to Christians 
undergoing a crisis of faith. tis atime 
of persecution, or at least of 
harassment. Defection was a great 
temptation. 


The author had just listed, with 
joyful enthusiasm, the many saints of 
old from Abel on down. They had 
suffered for their faith. And now this 
“cloud of witnesses” surrounds 
today's Christians as a powerful 
reminder to persevere in the faith. 


He points above all to Jesus who 
had “endured the cross, heedless of 
its shame.” It was the cross that 
brought him glory. And so, the author

and say and think. 


It is a witness of witness. A faithful 
proclamation of faith. A communal 
expression of community. How sad if 
we were to just suffer through it in fear 
of going to hell if we don't! 


WE DEPRIVE ourselves of a great 
deal if we cannot see the Mass as an 
opportunity to restate to ourselves, 
our community and our world, that we 
are called to act out in our lives the 
principles of universal brotherhood 
and obedience to God's will that Christ 
made so clear in his own life—and 
death.

reminds us, “let us keep our eyes fixed 
on Jesus, who inspires and perfects 
our faith.”

Pat O’Brien: Close to his faith and proud of it 


DENVER (NC)—Pat O’Brien is 
remembered best of all, perhaps, for 
his. roles as an Irish priest: Father 
Duffy in “The Fighting 69th,” Father 
Dunne in “Fighting Father Dunne,” 
and as the young priest fighting to 
help slum kids in “Angels With Dirty 
Faces.” 


“I’ve met many priests who've told 
me they were inspired to become 
priests because they saw me playinga 
priest in a movie,” O’Brien said in an 
interview in his hotel room. 
“Especially the role of Father Duffy... 
but ‘Angels With Dirty Faces,’ too.” 


BUT O'BRIEN said his favorite 
movie role was perhaps Knute 
Rockne, the’ legendary Notre Dame 
football coach, in “The Story of Knute 
Rockne” “because it was biograph- 
ical...1 was a sports freak and had 
known him.” 


O’Brien has starred in 110 movies 
and still flashes a smile that can win 
hearts. 


But don’t get his Irish up. 


HE DOESN'T dislike the image that 
he has with so many people of being 
“Mr. Irish Catholic American.” 
“What's wrong with that?” he asked. 


But he becomes upset by being 
called a “professional Irishman.” 


“Is George Burns a_ professional 
Jew? Is Frank Sinatra a professional 
Italian? Is Lawrence Welk a profes- 
sional Alsatian?” he asked in a 
challenging voice. “What the heck 
makes me a professional Irishman?”

wood, Calif., “10 minutes from the 
ocean.” He and his wife Eloise are 
neighbors of Lawrence Welk and, like 
him, belong to St. Martin of Tours 
parish there. : 


Told that someone h2d described 
him as “a very conservative Catholic,” 
he asked: “Now what the heck does 
that mean?” 


. To the suggestion that it meant 
preferring Latin and the older liturgy, 
he replied, “! do prefer the Mass in 
Latin. We travel a lot, all over the 
world. And | feel | know what’s going 


on up there if the Mass is in Latin. | 
can't figure out what's going on if it’s in 
German or Spanish or Italian. 


“WHICH REMINDS me of the two 
little old Irish gals who were at Mass 
recently. The priest comes out into the 
sanctuary, catches his feet in his 
vestments and stumbles. ‘Glory be to 
God,’ says the one woman, ‘Father has 
had a stroke.’ But the other woman 
tells her, ‘Don’t worry. It’s just part of 
the new liturgy.’” 


It's obvious that O’Brien enjoys 
telling stories, particularly about the 


Irish and Catholics. “It’s good for 
Catholic Action,” he said. “It shows 
I’m close to my faith. And | don’t care 
who knows it.” 


But he tells other stories too, 
including ones about other ethnic 
groups. “But | don’t tell any Polish 
jokes,” he said. “How can you poke 
fun at a people who have given the 
world such persons as Madame Curie, 
Paderewski, Rubinstein, ...and Bobby 
Vinton?” he asked. 


O'BRIEN SAID he loves to tell 


stories, and that he tells them even in 


his stage appearances. 


He and his wife were in Denver to 
appear in “The Second Time Around,” 
a play they have been touring in for 
about two and a half years. 

“| tell jokes in that play also,” he 
said. “But | don’t tell any stories that | 
wouldn't tell at my own dinner table. 
and | tell no stories to hurt anyone.” 


O'BRIEN, who is 80, and his wife 


were married 49 years this past 


January. He attributed their long 
marriage to “a sense of humor.” 
Asked “Whose?” he replied: “Both.”
